Wasimisoros, March 12.—When the
senate committee of finance met to-
day for the purpose of discussing the
tariff bill as presented by the majority
only seven members were present,
Mossrs. Jones of Nevada, Vance,
McPhersou and Sherman being the nb-

nentecs, Those present examined
the details of the bill  and
discussed its sallent features,

but in the absence of figures showing
the effect of the bill in the proaugtion
of revenue, they adjourned until Mon-
day morning, when the statements
wl{l be ready. ‘There statements
have been prepared under the anspices
of the commmlittee and show that the
revenue will be $383,500,000, If the
importations prove to be of the same
quantity and value ns those of the
last fiscal lyur The amount added
to ithe receipts from the postoffice de-
partment snd from miscellaneous
sonrces will bring the government
revenue up to $4903,500,000. Under
the wsenate Dbill  the customs
recelptis, It is estimated, will amount
to $1056,000,000 as compared to §124,-
000,000 under the Wilson bill and 8103 -
000,000 under the McKinley law and
those from the internul revenue

tion about $104,000,000 mmparutro:o
$100,000,000 received lust year from
this source, the Income tax being
eotimated at $30,000,000, spirits at
$20,000,000 and cigurs at 89,000,000.

charge of the find and examined the
bombs earefully. Finally he picked
up one of the bombs and sald he was
;olng to hurl it agaiost the boulder,

he other boys ran away and had
gone about a hundred fect when Hoff-
man threw the bomb ut the boulder,

The Oberly boys say they felt as
though the earth had opened under
them and when they turned Hoffman
was lying on the ground sereaming at
the top of his voice. All the skin of
his face and hands was peeled off and
he was terribly wounded on the body
and limbs

The police have the box containing
the five bombs which are of tin and
oblong. About three monthsago half |
@ dozen bombs were found ln the lots, |
but the police were unable to find the
makers of them.

POLLARD-BRECKINRIDGE CASEC.

More Damaging Evidence Agninst the
Rentoeky Congressmuan,

Wasmsarox, Mareh 12.—In the Pol-
lard-Breckinridge breach of promise
suit, Major Moore,chief of police of the
district of Columbia, testified that he
was sequainted with both parties to the
smit; first met Miss Pollard, accompa-
nied by Colonel Breckinridge, in his
office May 18, 1803. He said: “The
door was suddenly thrown open, when
Colonel Breckinridge came in, follow-
ed by alady. He said he might have
to ask my protection, as the lady had
threatened his life. She demanded
that he should marry her, and seemed
muoch excited. He named May 31,
1893, ns the day, and sald he wounld
marry her then if Providenee spared
hislife. When he started to explain
the trouble between them, she put
her hand on his snoulder and dissund-
ed him. She was much excited. He
was eool.” Witness had warned Miss
Pellard that she must not make
threats against Colonel Breckinridge’s
life, s the police would have 1o deal
with her.

On May 17, in witnesses' office,
Colonel Breckinridge had told him
that the lady was pregnant through
her relations with him; that she was
going to New York to prepare for the
event, and that he intended to marry
her. “He asked me to witness his de-
termination. We three clasped hands,
It was an impressive scene,” said the
major.

Miss Pollard hod drawn from her
bosom a revolver, declaring that if she
had occasion to do so she would use it
upon herself and him, The witness
took it, Col. Breckinridge suggesting
that he should return it to her osa
Christmas gift, she telling him to give
it to her on her birthday,

One of the best known physicians of
the city, Dr. N. 8. Lincoln, then testi-
fled that Colonel Breckinridge had
brought Miss Pollard to him in May,
1603, representing that she needed at-
tention, us she was upnreasonnbly jeal-
ons and exceedingly nervous. lHer
delicate condition had been referred
to, and Dr, Lincoln testified that he
hnd said that one or two other profes-
sions were required in her case,  The
examination of the witness was brief,
and at its eonclusion, 3 o'clock having
arrived, the court adjourned.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION.

Dun Heports That BSlgos of
mient Are Multiplying.
New Youx, Murch 12.—R. G. Dun &
Co.'s Weekly Review says: “Evidences
of present improvement in business
multiplies, but confidence in future
improvement does not seem to in-
erease. There is more business, and
o larger production by industries, for
the season has arvived when greater
activity is necessary if dealers in
stocks are to be replenished, and those
who cannot muke caleulations beyond
i few months are the more anxious
to erowd as much trade as they safely
¢on  into these months, In some
brunches of distribution, however,
there are indieations of a diminishing
demund for goods, and the evident
preference for medinm and low-priced
articles, with the known reduction in
wages and fumily expenditures, lead
muny to feel somewhat less confident
that business will soon recover its
former volume, Undertakings renchs
ing beyond & short time are not made
with great freedom, and in spite of
o larger present demand, prices of
manufactured goods tend downward,
The npumber of failures during the
pust week have been 284 in the United
Stutes against 103 last year and sixty
in Canada, against thirty-two last
year,

DOUBLE MURDER IN ARKANSAS,

Two Horse-Traders Killed and Thelr
Bodles Cromnted.
Pams, Ark.,, March 12, — News

reached here yesterday of a terrible
double murder committed four miles
south of Booneville, this connty. The
erime was evidently committed Sun-
day night, the 25th ult. Two horse-
traders and their cook, a young man
about 25 years of age, went into camp
in an outhouse near Hoonoville on
the date named. That night pistol
shots were heard, and the next day
the young man wus seen and the two
horse-traclers  were missing, That
evening the house they were camped
in burned. It was noticed that the
young man was in possession of all
the horses and eattie that belonged to
the traders. Citizens began to sus-
Euot foul play, and went to whore the

ouse burned and in the ashes the
bones of the men were found. The
young man was arrested on the charge
of murder.

THE WEALTH MAKERS

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD,

CULTIVATING TURNIPS AS A
SECOND CROP.

Valuabie Feed for Cattle and Sheop -
Facis for Urivers—Growing and Cook-
Ing Sweet Potatoes— Hortloultural
Hints snd Household Helps

Turnips s & Fecond Crop.

Land from which crops are har-
vested early in the summer should
not be allowed to go idle, and there
is no second crop &o valuable to

grow on it as turnips  Even
falr success can be had when the
turnip seed are sown in the corn field
when it is worked through the last
time. The roots may not get lurge
enough to sell in the market, bhut
they will be of great value as feed
for eattle and sheep, and also for
home use. One of the best [all pas-
tures for sheep, hogs and cattle is a
corn field, from which the corn has
been gathered, anl where young tupr-
nips are growing. ‘The animals find
great nourlshment for a month or
more insuch & turnip pateh. Thoy
will eat both corn stalks and turnips
as the mood seizes them. After they
have finished the field the roots left
In the ground can be taken up some
mild day in the fall and stored for
winter use, but sheep and hogs as a
rule wiil root down and eat the vary
ends ol the roots

The early flat varieties of turnips
are profitable even when they sell
for only twenty-five cents per bushel,
and this price can be obtained for
them at mearly any season of the
year. They more often bring thirty
or forty cents per bushel, so that the
labor is well pald. The rutabagas,
or Swedes, cannot be grown so sue-
cessfully as a second crop, unless
planted very early In the season, as
they roquire considerable time to
ripen before freezing weather. They
are in more demand, however, and
bring fifty cents per bushel when the
flat turnips sell for half that. One
thing about turnipa is that if there is
no profitable market for them they
will always repay one for growing
them as food for cattle.

The expense of growing the crop
is smull, according to the American
Cultivator. The seed is cheap, and
the land used would otherwise re-
muain fdle for the rest of the season.
Hence all tax or intorest on the land
is not included in the original ex-
penses. The land is already soft
wnd meliow from the cultivation of
the previous erop, and 1t only needs
a surface plowing and harrowing. A
fow hundred pounds of bone duost
should be spread over the land at
this plowing, and when the land is
mellow and smooth enough for the
seed the work is nearly complete.
Murk the land off, and sow by hand,
or use & garden drill and planter
that will drop the seeds earefully in
rows, using less than a pound of sead
to the acre.

This is the most economical way,
although some profer to scatter the
soed broadeast, vspecially when iuv is
to be used for pasturing cattle,
When the seed is used in the corn
field this broadcast sowing is prob-
ably vetter. The turnips should be
cultivated as any other garden vege-
table, thinning out to six or eight
inches in the row. The harvesting
must take place belore a severe frocze
in the fall can izjurs the plants,

Facts for Drivers

The Humane Cirveular says that
oxperiments show that one-third to
two-thirds more power is required to
draw a given load through mud or
sand thun on a smooth, hard road.

That a slight raise in the grade re-
quires a larger Inereaso of power and
& raise of one foot in ten doubles the
dralt.

That a little rain softening the
surface adds nearly twenty per cent
to the power required.

In all these cases policy and hu-
manity domand smaller loads and
frequent short rests.

He can draw on his fixed stock of vi-
tulity to supply deliciency of food or
to do overwork, but it shortens his
lifa and reduces his value. That
horsos have been worked to death in
ono day shows how rapidly overwork
draws G thair vital power. As heat
depends on food, all elipped horses,
and those not warmly stabled and
woll blanketed, require much extra
food, without which they wear out
fast.  Therelore overwork, under-
feeding and noglect aro atl costly and
wastolul.

Grawing and Cooking Sweot

Fotatoos.
Contrary to the generally received
opinion, we grow our best sweet

potatoes and largest yields on clay
land. It is & mistake 10 make wide,
high ridges ‘those eight or ten
inches and thirty to thirty-three
inches apart from center to center
give the largest yields and the best
shaped and most salable tubers. Our
merchants are begioning to find this
out, and to advise growers to plant
in this way. On my farm sweets are
a much surer crop than the Irish
potato, and will yield on an average
at feast fifty per cent more and sell
for from twenty-five to seventy-five
per cent more money. But to realize
this one must not erowd the crop on
the market in the fall, but store them
and wait till the fall glut is over.

Every farmer who grows from one
to ten bushels more than he needs
must sell soon after digging as he
has no way to keep them safely, but
the man who knows how and has a
place to keep them in. can afford to
wait, and about December 1, may ex-
pect an inereased demand and & rise
in price. Last season fully forty per
cent of our potatoes, both sweet and
Irish, were below merchantable size,
and while small Irish potatoes scarce-
ly sell for enough to pay for hand-
ling, we usually got more for the
[small sweets kept till spring for
sprouting than for the large ones
I think I never bought sced in the
apring for less thun 1 a bushel., us-
ually §1.25, and I have paid $2 One
sweet potato grower of large experi-
ence told me that some years his
small ones paid the entire expense of
growing and handling the crop.

A® much larger quantity of sweet

potatoes would be used than ave if
cooks knew how to prepare them for
the table. When visiting among the
large sweet potato growers at
Marietta, O., a year ago, [ ate the
best dish of sweats that I have ever
tasted, and on inquiring how they
were prepared was given the jollow-
ing recipe which my wife hLas used
ever sioce: “Boil the tubers until
well done, then remove the skins;
lay them in a broad dish—earthen
preferred—sprinkle over them a
tablespoonful of granulated sugar
and pour over themn a teacupful of
eream, or lacking the c¢ream, milk
with an ounce or so of butter. Put
them in a hot oven and bake brown.™
1 think 1 shall get this reecipe printed
and give to every customer, and
I beliove by so doing 1 can
greatly increase the sale of them,
for cooked in this way they are a de- |
licious dish.
Of course, the quantity of sugar
must be regulated by the size of the
family and the quantity of the pota-
toes used, but the intelligent cook
will soon find out how much to use.
